Multiplying Indications are at hand 
that Governor-elect Willis will insist 
that harmony prevail in the organiza­ 
tion of the new general assembly lest 
confusion preceding the convening of 
the law-making body leave its marks 
after the session 
shall have begun. 
Harmony was one of tile topics of 
discussion at the conference which the 
governor-ciect held at Washington a 
few days ago with various Ohio Re­ 
publican leaders. 
And it now devel­ 
ops that these leaders are not divided 
into factions that are at loggerheads 
It is understood that Mr. Willis does 
not desire to eliminate all contest» in 
the assembly's organization. 
To a t­ 
tempt to do that would amount to a 
practical dictation of the organization, 
a thing which the incoming governor 
said he would turn his face against. 
But what Mr. Willis is eager to avoid 
is the participation of state leaders 
in the contest, a participation that 
might result in dividing the entire 
assembly into factions after the real 
work is started. 
So In a word the 
governor-elect wants the candidates 
for the various offices in the assembly 
to be allowed to have free rein in pur 
suing their ambitions.
